France, October 3, '15 

“You may be interested to know 
a little about'the conditions through 
which I am passing. You ask me if 
I expect to be on active eervice be- 
-fore Xmas. «Well, sat the present 
, nroment I am sitting in my dug-out 
jin the trenches with a cont:nuous 


ing all the time. This is a very ex- 
‘citing life and plays hard on one’s 
merves. I have already been in the 
front line of trenches and ‘believe me 
my initiation was a very watm one 
We were shelled for about one hour 
,on our way in through ‘the commun- 
‘ication trench. . It was the most 
exciting experience I’ have ever been 
,through. I suppose though in time 
I will get used to it. We have al- 
‘ready had a few casualties in our 
{squadron. We have had to do a lot 
of heavy marching around to differ- 
ent places but we sre getting quite 
used to it. now. 

“T met Addie Viau the other day 
and had a lengthy talk with him a- 
bout his experiences. The other 
night I was on a march to o rceerve 
,trench and while, passing through a 
jvery dark tane I met Golden. He 
jwas surprised to sce:me. We did 
not have a very long conversation, 
las’ we had to keep cn the move. I 
also met Tom Parksinson yesterday. 
He” left .with the twelve Apostles 
com Wetaskiwin. Writing material 
here is at a premium: and this is the 
only sheet I have so I will have to 
bring this letter toa close. I will 
be very pleased to receive any let- 
ters at any time. I will -have to go 
now to post my 10 o'clock sentrics, 
80 Au Revoir.

HEALTH OF ANIMALS 


— 


The recently issued report of the 
j Veterinary Director General, F. Tor- 
,Tance B.A., D.V.B., is a comprohen- 
sive document and one worthy of ex- 
tensive reading. There is no branch 
of agriculture of more universal im- 
iportance than 
producing and utility animals. Dr. 
' Torrance goes fully into the activit- 
ies of his branch. ‘In some direct- 
ions,’ he says, ‘such as the  con- 
trol of glanders and of mange, much 
progress has been made; the country 
has been protected against invasion 
by diseases forcign to it; additional 
facts have been brought to light by 
the members of the branch engaged 
in scientific research, and there hag 
Leen a marked advance in the divis- 
ion entrusted with the inspection of 
meat and canned foods.” On the 
other hand, the Veterinary Director 
General continues, ‘I have to report 
a serious outbreak of dourine in the 
province of Alberta and continued 
losses from hog cholera."’ 

Regarding glanders it was found 
necessary to slaughter only 353 hor- 
ses in 1914 as compared with 638 
in 1913. In combating hog cholera 
9,900 hogs were slaughtered in 1914 
at a cost of $61,588.44, in compensa- 
tion. The figures in the latter in- 
stance present a formidable aspect, 
but as Dr. Torrance remaras, ‘' As 
the hog population of Canada is 
approximately 8,000,000 the loss of 
even 10,000 is not high.’’ He adds 
that the disease rarely breaks out 
a second time where it has been ex- 
tirpated, that the feeding of uncook 
ed garbage to hogs continues to be 
in many cases the cause of initial 
outbreak, and that the neglect of 
owners to notify the department of 
the appearance of the disease is 
chiefly ‘responsible for its spread. 
The last remark applies to the in- 
jatory manifestation of all other in- 
fectious or contagious diseases. The 
war against tuberculosis continues 
with unremitting vigor. 

The research and experiments car- 
ried on at the different ofticial Jlab- 
oratories is described, and statistic- 
el tables given of results, \and of the 
inspection of animals imported and 
exported and of packing cstablish- 
ments and abattoirs. Import’ in- 
spections from the United States 
.and Newfoundland in the year end- 
ing March 31, 1914, totalled 29,725 
horses; 1,641 mules, 114,747 cattle 
213,332 sheep, 374 swine, 822 goats, 
22 asses, 8 elk and 5 elephants.

The war and other things have hit 
the newspapers herd and they are 
forced to protect themselves. In 
Bruce County and other seutions the 
price of weekly newspapers has .teen 
advanced from $1 to $1.50 per year. 

The requests for free publicity ow- 
ing to the great increase of patriot- 
ic, religous and other societies have 
| become so many -as to sericusly em- 
barass the newspapers, whick too 
long have heen giving free notices 
to all kinds of societies. The ues 
tion has been asked: Why should 
the newspapers give awey for noth- 
ing the space they must sx] in or- 
,der to live? The answer is that all 
through Ontario newspapers are an- 
nouncing that all readers, whether 
for money-making purposes or not, 
must be paid for. The charge for 
money-making readers in some cagzs 
has been advanced to ten cents per 
line; non-money making announce- 
ments five cents per line. In other 
Cases no distinction is made, both 
paying the same rate. And _ fairly 
speaking why should not anybody or 
any society pay for the publication 
of announcements in which they are ; 
interested? Why ask the newspapers 
to bear the cost, for rest assured, 
type is not set and papers printed 
without cost to somebody, Tt. is as- 
tonishing, too, the difference it mak- 
es in the length of the n®tice sent 
in whether it is a paid or free no- 
tice. When free no attempt is made 
to condense or shorten nv to a bare 
statement of facts. When a charge 
is made, however, not an unneces- 
sary word is used and every line 
that means a cost of five cents is 
grudgingly written. 

The day of free publicity is draw- 
ing to a close, and none should 
Object to a small rate per line for 
what is for their benefit or interest. ;

Lettera 
found on Buschner’s body, addressed 
to his wife, contained the ‘confession 
that he not only nmrdered McColley 
the sheriff's bailiff at Fort McMurray 
but also a man named Reis, who 
went to the Fort McMurray district 
from Mannville, cast. of Edmonton, 
last year. Buschner afterwards set 
the shack on fire in an attempt to 
hide the evidence of his crime. Th? 
yannouncement that the bones of more 
than one man had been ‘found in tha 
shack was made several days ago, 
but it was not until the mounted po- 
lice read the confession of Buschner 
iehat the identity of the second man 
was: established. 


Buschner first struck north from 
after a stern seven days’ chase, in 
which twenty trackers, including reg- 
j ular members of the mounted police 
‘force, special constables and native 
Indians were employed.

,Alberta Natural Gas Development Co

, by W. H. McLaws, of Calgary, was

For, 7,097; against, 2,429, The day 
was stormy but ahard canvas’ was 
put up by the gas company and al- 
lied interests in Edmonton. 
{ The strongest opposition was put 
‘np by the Edmonton coal dealers, 
‘and F. J. Dixon, M.P.P., Winnipeg, 
was brought here to speak against 
the agroement. It is expected that 
the company will secure gas’ from 
the Viking weld, 80 miles east of 
Edmonton or the Pelican field on the 
Athabasca river north of Kdmonton, 
both of which they have acquired. 
The agreement stipulates that gas 
for.power purposes is to be’ supplied 
‘at 15 cents per 1,000 cubic feet, and 
‘25 cents for domestic purposes.
